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732 year of the Hegira, the 
ſaidPrince proceeded on,for the ſubduing 
of the new T arakgi.

mind of Orchan, according to his accu- 
ſtomed clemencie and compaſlion, was 
fo much diſturbed, that their Roſe-gar» 
dens of joy ſhould be thus faded and wi- 
thered, by that innocent Prince his being 
made a marke for the arrow of death, 
that that Mercileſſe man, worthy to be 
exempt from mercy, was made the obje&t 
of the Kings wrath.

and charged them to expeR the mani 
feſtation of this hidden enterpriſe from 
the All-powerfull Throne. [By accident 
on a certain day that Heroick Prince, 
according to his accuſtomed manner, 
made a viſit to the King his Father: 
where conſulting about reducing of 
Kingdomes, and conſidering of ' the 
means thereuntoconducing; there was a 
full debate, and diſcuſſion of all affairs, 
After long ſitting and diverſity of argu- 
ments, the aſſembly being diſſolved, the

deſcended Prince, pleaſed with the enter-

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priſe mentioned , and full of paternall 
duty and reſpeR, relying upon the Lord 
of the faithtull, and begging aſſiſtance 
from the fayour of the victorious Sultan; 


he ia this manner prefaced, and formed 


his ſpeech by way of deſire and requeſt, 


ſaying; If God ſhall vouchſafe me his af- 


ſiſtance, and my Gracious Father incou- 
rage me; my hope is in this difficult en» 
terpriſe, by the guidance of the Almigh- 
ty wphalg his ſervant, and with the 
avour of the Saints, and the miracles 


paſſe naked over that troubleſome ſea, 
and by victory and conqueſt obtain 
maintenance and proviſion : alſo Itruſt 
(through happy fſuccefle) to take from

So after kiſſes of honour, bowing him- 
ſelfat his Fathers feet, he received his 
bleſſing, and taking his leave, they re- 
turned unto their places of government 
in the Countrey of Curaſi.
